From these figures it will be geen that, with the
exception of Neptember, 1545, when the highest
mean temperature in S0 years was attalped, the
maonth iuhl closed was the warmest September
during the past twenly years, yeb the nighest point
attained, 86 dezrecs, has been equalled or excelled
thirteen times during that period.

The quantity of rain which fell during the month
was but 1°71 inches, In September, 1569, it was 8°45
inches; in 1568, 800 Inches: and In 1867, 172 Inches,
Iu the reglon in which the Schoylkill takes its rise,
however, there has recently been a heavy rain fall,
and the river shows a considerable rise at the dam
at Falrmount. The water suthorities, however, do
not apprehend at present any danger of a (reshet,
fears of which have bten expressed in some
quarters.

sume swindle or another Was (n A state of gestation,

On Thureday there were no developments in the
cake, but yesterday another step was taken by the
would-be swindlers. Probably learning of the pars
tinl euspenston of business in New York city on
acconnt of the Farragut obsequics, the rogues
thought they would have s better chance of leading
their scheme to a hnpp{ donsummation at a time
when buginess men would be to a certain extent off
thelr gnaml. At any rate, daring the courae of the
fay aman, skilfally got up In the disagnise of a col-
lector, and properly furnished with a receipt-brok
and a formidable-looking bundle of papers, called
upon Messra, Glendipning, Davis & Amory, in New
York, and presented at the desk of the receiving
teller a check for §20,010°60, to be placed to the cre-
dit of Mr. James Field, of Philadelphia. Thnis was
of course about §10,0600 short of the amount stated
by the gentlemanly Philadelphla stranger as the
rrnhnl-h- value of the credit about to be pald in to
118 acoount in New York. Possibly the swindlers
concluded that they could more surely getaway with
the simalier sum.

Only one of the partnera of the nouse, Mr. Amory,
was present when the check was presented, and he
at onre remembered the advice recently received
from Phitadelplin, but wns unable to lay his hand
upon the letter, He therefore Almply scrutinized
the cheek very closely. He noticed that it parported
to be signed by Messrs, Wilmerdings, IHoguet & Oo,,
and was payable by the Tenth National Bank of New
York., He also notleed that the word “and” was
omitted In the writing of the check, 80 that it read
only “twenty thousand, ten dollars,” He asked the
gupposed collector if he had aathority to insert the
missing conjunction, The man sald he had, and did
#0. A receipt was made out, handed to him, and he
forthwith lert the oftice,

Mr. Amory,however, iad his suspicions that some-
thing was wrong, and at once sontthe check to
the bhank to have it certiied. The paying teller
glanced arn the check, and observing that the fill-
ing up was not in the vsaal handwriting of Wilmer-
ding, Hoguet & Co.'8 firm, and that there was also
4 discrepancy in the rotation of the numbers
at the head of the check with those they
had most recently paid, examined the slgnature
with upusual sttention. The dilerence in the
numbering was & considerable one, this doubtful
check bearing a number 09, while the last of which
there was any record in the books was numbered
60, After a little hesitation and the most rigid
gerutiny of the check, however, the teller
satisfied himeell that 'lt was genuine, but,
to make assurance doubly sure, consulted
the cashler. The Iatter agreed with Nlm as
to the genuine character of the signature, alter con-
sulting the recorded signatures of the firm upon the
books of the bank, and the check was sent back to
Mesars, Glendinning's duly certified, Mr. Amory,
nowever, was Still onsatigfled, and though, the
check belpg new certified, the loss of the amount
ghonld the signatare prove a rnﬂ,ery would be
thrown upon the bank, he determined to personally
au:i Messrs, Wilmerding, Iloguet & Co, In reference
to it.

Mr. Amory found the store of the firm closed on
the front side, but at last succeeded in getting in
by the rear ektraoce. Now comes the strangest
purt of the story. Having obtained an (nterview
with Mr. floguet (whose signature for the firm the
bank had stated to be attached to the check) and
having shown that gentieman the suspected check, he
looked at it carefully and stated the sigoatare to be
genuine, Mr, Amory at this was naturally pretty
well satistied, but made one more ¢ffort in the Interest
of prudence, He asked IToguet to look carefully at
the slgnatare again. Mr., Hoguet did so and dis-
covercd the check, which he had pronouneced at the
first slght & few moments before to be rnuine. Lo
be o forgery. The *“t” in thie forged check was not
written ns he wrote it, but in every other respect
the signature was 80 perfect a fac-simile of his
hlnnclwriting that he could not himself distinguish
the two,

Payment of the credit at Punliadelphia was, of
course, stopped, and Instructlons given to arrest
any parties applying for the money, This mornlog,

the firm was found opon his person.

& Florance (who have not heen in business for three
years past), and (L B. Wright & Co,
